ber, according to a bulletin of the 
Bureau cf Labor Statistics given to 
Miss 
new sl>al* rs for publication today. 
Inform ation gathered 
from 
1,210 
saw mills which were in operation, 
indicated th a t the lum ber output of 
M issouri for the la st fiscal year was 
422.470.000 feet, which, a t an average 
price of $18.25, was w orth $7,710,078. 
A few' years ogo M issouri held higher 
rank and produced m ore lum ber than 
it does now'. 
This w as before, the 
vast fertile areas of Dunklin, Pem is­ 
cot and New M adrid 
counties 
bad 
been turned into cotton plantations, 
then 
being 
covered 
with 
heavy 
grow ths of 
cottonwood, 
sycamore, 
cypress, elm, oak and o th er of the 
species which prevail in Missouri. 
T h e year 1809 was probably the 
high w ater m ark for the state, when 
it comes to th e production of lumber, 
723,734 OOO feet being m arketed that 
year. 
In TOGO, 719,968,000 feet were 
cut and sold. 
In 1909 there was a 
revival of tile lum ber 
industry 
foi 
Missouri, 660,159,000 feet being m ar­ 
keted th a t year. 
T h ere is still plenty 
of short oak left in the state, especial­ 
ly in the Ozarks, but it is cut only 
for railroad ties, several millions of 
which are sold annually by Missouri 
tie cutters. 
Among the soft woods 
found in Missouri are yellow pine, red 
wood and cedar. 
The hard woods utilized for lum­ 
ber are oak. maple, red gum, tulip 
poplar, beech, birch, basswood, hick­ 
ory, elm, ash, cottonwood tupelo and 
walnut. 
T he yellow' pine is not as 
thick in M issouri as it once was, for 
the reason that several billion feet 
have been cut and sold in the last, 
tw enty years.

M issouri ran k s first for ret 
gum cooperage, but when it comes 
to the output of red gum lum ber it

become third class, a total of about 
sixty cities, and if it becomes a law, 
any one of them by a majority vote 
by its citizens can adopt it, and at 
such adoption will determine whether 
they will have three or five council­ 
men or commissioners, as they are 
called, and the commissioners when 
elected select one of their own num­ 
ber to be mayor. 
This council is the 
city’s legislative body, and it is made 
their duty to select as the city’s chief 
executive, or city manager, a man 
qualified for that position and they 
determine his salary and tenure of 
office, which can be terminated for 
cause. 
Cities and towns in the states of 
North anil South Carolina, New York, 
Ohio, Michigan, Minnesota, Colorado, 
Oregon, Arizona, Texas and Florida, 
ranging in population from 1,324 up 
to 120,000, are now operating under 
the “city manager” plan of municipal 
government. 
Dayton, Ohio, 
is 
the 
largest of these cities, has five com­ 
missioners and pays its city manager 
a salary of $12,500 a year, and the 
testimony of their newspapers is that 
lie has not only

“Hell 
and

There” was the subject upon which 


Evangelist “Dave” Buikley preached 


Friday night at the Epworth Metho­ 


dist Episcopal church. 


“The word hell, translated from the 


Greek gehenna, is compounded from 


two Greek words, Ge and Hennaom, 
which meant a valley southeast of 
Jerusalem, where all the refuge, all 
of the slop, all of the debris, all of 
the filth, all of the rags, all of the 
dead carcases, all of the bones of the 
decayed, all of the tin cans and ev­ 
erything that was nasty, dirty and 
filthy 
was thrown. 
This 
was set 
afire and it was unquenchable. 
This 
is the sample of the hell that I ani 
preaching about to you folks, and it is 
the same heil that it speaks about in 
the Bible, the same hell that you all 
have heard about from the time you 
were children. 
“This hell you folks don’t like, but 
'I want to tell you that as long as I 
preach I am going to preach hell, foi 
it is in the Billie, and God teaches 
and warns men to keep out. 
If they 
I go there it will not be my fault. 
“You believe with me in circum­ 
stantial evidence 
on 
some 
points. 
You believe that the opposite from 
good is bad, from hot is cold, from 
summer is winter, from beauty is 
ugliness, from poor is rich; then it 
you believe that, why don’t you be­ 
lieve that heaven has an opposite 
and that is hell! 
“God saw that we needed the sun, 
and he gave it to us. 
Then he made 
this old world. The Psalmist says, ‘A 
fool sayetli in his own heart there is 
no God; and I think the Psalmist was 
right. 
God made the sun to be 95,- 
500.000 miles away from the earth. 
so that the heat would be just warm 
enough to help our crops and hover 
over our homes and do good for us. 
“Then the moon . She is one of 
our nearest neighbors. 
She is only 
240.000 miles away from us, and looks 
at us every night. 
If I had a sick 
friend on the moon I could catch the 
Katy down here, or the Missouri Pa- 
?ifie, and take the fastest train that 
they have and travel at tho rate of 
sixty miles per hour and twenty-four 
hours every day, and no stops for 
water or coal, and I would reach the 
moon in about four years. 
‘‘To go to the sun it would require, 
at 
the 
same 
rate 
of speed, on a 
through train, about 200 years to ar­ 
rive at the depot aud call for a tele­ 
gram from my friends here iii Seda­ 
lia.” 
“Still God gave us that beautiful 
star called Venus, that is 160,000,000 
miles away, that travels around the 
sun at the rate of 68,000 miles per 
hour, and makes the trip very 244 
days. 
Then, men, don’t stand off and 
say there isn’t any God. 
“Look all around you her?. in Se­ 
dalia. 
Go out into the moonlight, 
look at the stars, and reason with 
yourself. 
Men will sit on some dry 
goods box and curse God, curse the 
government and the president, when 
if he was called upon, he couldn’t pull 
a wheelbarrow out of a mudhole. You 
never saw in all your life a man of 
that calibre who made any success in 
this wor ld or the one to come. 
“People here have already tried to 
rake up a whole lot of stuff about my 
past life that I used to live in Se­ 
dalia, and tell this and that, and that 
I used to do this and used to dance 
and do this and that. 
Yes, there are 
people here in East Sedalia and down 
in town who are trying to kill me 
and my reputation here while I am 
in this meeting, but you can put this 
down. that the devil is not asleep, 
and every time that God has a man 
working for Him the devil will use 
his people to try and overthrow’ the 
good cause. 
“The people who say these low, 
contemptible things are men and wo­ 
men who are instrumental for the 
devil. 
I used to be that way a few 
*ears ago, and was a lost man, going 
down, down, on the way to heil; but 
thanks be to God, through the blood 
of Jesus Christ, I am cleansed from 
sin and am on my way to heaven. 
God invites every man and woman, 
boy and girl, to come to heaven with 
him, but if they won’t he can’t stop 
them from stepping themselves right 
into the very 
pits 
of 
hell.
